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‘Housing authority votes for special town meeting 


Until a few’ months ago, the 
meetings of the Wilmington Housing 
Authority were quiet, dead quiet. But 
since early summer, when the 
authority asked for a special town 
meeting to deal with a request for a 
project of elderly and low income 
housing, the meetings have been 
anything but quiet, Monday night 
there was another such meeting. 

‘The meeting was both stormy and 
confusing. By the time the meeding 
had ended, two persons had left the 
meeting, and some of those who 
remained wondered if something had 
been staged. 

The meeting opened with a half 
hour of correspondence reading, with 
an audience of nearly 70 persons, 
awaiting a‘vote by the authority on 
whether to proceed with the use of 
Chapter 774. Chairman Barbara 
Larson had said that the vote to 
reconsider the favoring of Ch. 74 
would be taken only with a full board, 
A letter was read from the absent 
member, George Hooper, stating that 
he would arrive by 10 p.m 

Hooper's letter proposed that the 


authority ask the selectmen for a 
special town meeting. Four articles 
were proposed. One would change the 
age limit for elderly housing in the 
town’s zoning laws from 65 to 62. A 
second would ask for 80 units of 
elderly housing. A third would ask for 
25 units of family housing. The fourth 
would transfer some 6000 sq. ft. of 
town land to the housing authority 

Conversation during the meeting 
was lively, with several people 
present offering remarks while others 
were speaking. At one point, 
authority member Lorraine Brozyna 
objected to remarks from Joseph 
Erwin, asking that he leave the 
meeting. Erwin stalked out, but 
remained outside the hall, 

Brozyna offered an example of a 
housing project in North Andover as 
one in which the local housing 
authority was able to set preference 
categories for the admission of 
residents to the housing. 

After some discussion of the North 
Andover project, the vote was taken 
on the special town meeting. Without 
Hooper present, the authority voted 
unanimously to request that the 


Bridge detours create 


Motorists attempting to go 
somewhere in a hurry would be well 
advised to avoid Wilmington. The 
town presently has two bridge 
detours, and a third area where work 
is taking place. ‘ 

The bridge in Wilmington Center, 
which carries Route 62 over the 
Lowell Division of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, has been closed for 
repairs. A detour around the bridge 
has been established, but some 
motorists have become lost. 

One such lost driver was in a large 
trailer truck, shortly before 11 p.m. 
Monday. He was headed east on 
Route 62, and did not see the detour 
sign at Boutwell Street. Arriving at 
the closed bridge, he found a barrier 
and signs in front of him. Turning 
around, he began to look for, a detour. 

People on Deming Way were sur- 
prised to see a large truck on that 
street. Deming Way is the road for 
the town’s housing for the elderly, a 
short road with a loop at the end, too 
tight for a 45 foot trailer. Before long, 
out came the truck, backing up the 
entire length of Deming Way. 

“You'd think they'd have the detour 
clearly marked,’ complained the 
driver. 

‘The official detour carries traffic 
along Boutwell Street, Aldrich Road 
and Shawsheen Avenue to the Route 
129 bridge. Other streets off Route 62, 
such as Chestnut Street and Harris 
Street, are closed to truck traffic, and 
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are not recommended as detours. 

Wilmington Police are patroling the 
detour area to monitor the traffic, 
with radar in use to check speeders 
Fire protection for the area west of 
the bridge has been boosted with the 
placing of a fire engine and two men 
with a resuscitator at the Deming 
Way community hall. 

While the detour has been causing 
problems on the west side of the 
bridge, it has been reducing the usual 
bottleneck in Wilmington Center.

selectmen call the special town 
meeting. 

Paul Theodos then asked if the 
members of the authority would 
commit themselves to dropping the 
use of Chapter 774, since the matter 
was going before a town meeting. 
Chairman Larson replied that the 
authority would decide whether to 
drop 774 in a meeting after the special 
town meeting. Theodos said he felt 
that it was a waste Of time to hold a 
town meeting if the authority could 
still go with Chapter 774. 

WHA Executive Director Henry 
Borazzo then called ort the citizens 
group to “give us something 
positive,” to replace the project to 
which the group objected. “If you're 
not in agreement with this plan, then 
you must devise a plan.” Borazzo 
continued on at length, pointing out 
that only three towns in the com: 
monwealth have as few as 40 units of 
housing for the elderly. He said that 
the welfare office in Wilmington has 
540 cases, and that a study is now 
being done to determifie how many of 
them live in substandard housing,

Diamond Crystal on the opposite side 
of the closed bridge, much of the 
traffic that usually passes through the 
Center has gone elsewhere.

You've got to address yourself to 
the people who need housing,” he 
said 

After a woman pointed out that it 
was the federally financed housing 
that the group objected to, Selectman 
Aldo Caira said that there was a new 
infusion of state funds for housing for 
the elderly, He urged the housing 
authority to seek these state funds.

program in order to prove that the 
town has plenty of low-income 
housing, and that it goesn’t need 
more. 

Former selectman Dan Gillis 
spoke, pointing out that the planning 
board had set the age limit for elderly 
housing at €5 “to avoid something we 
don’t want,” meaning federally 
financed housing. He called for a 
program to develop scattered site 
housing, suggesting the use of old 
school buildings. He urged that a 
team be formed to bring this about 

Borazzo said that this would be the 
only way to create housing with the 

of controls that the group wanted. 

“I'd be delighted to proceed with a 
meeting to get this underway.” he 
said. 

Paul Theodos then repeated his 
request that the board commit itself 
to dropping the use of Chapter 774 
When he directed the question to 
Kevin McMillan, McMillan declared 
that he'd had enough, and walked out 
of the meeting, 

Within five minutes of McMillan's 
walkout, George Hooper arrived. 

Borazzo said that the sad part of the 


entire controversy over housing was 
that the people who needed the 
housing had become afraid of coming 
forth, because of the hostility that had 
been generated. 

He also said that the town was still 
vulnerable to having a developer 
come in and invoke Chapter 774. 

Gillis countered that the town had 
fought off such an attempt in the past, 
and that the town officials would 
come together if needed to fight off 
any future attempt to use Chapter 774 

He objected to Borazzo saying that 
the town was vulnerable, calling it a 
scare tactic 

‘Let's say 
Borazzo. 

Borazzo then called for persons 
interested in serving on a committee 
for scattered site housing to meet with 
him in the authority office, to the side 
of the meeting room. After the crowd 
had broken up, McMillan walked back 
into the meefing-room, Very soon 
thereafter, Larson adjourned the 
meeting 

The vote to rescind the authority's 
use of Chapter 774 was never taken,

Electric rates 
climb 


Norbert Rhinerson, general 
manager of the Reading Municipal 
Light Department has made a 
statement that customers will face a 
five percent rate increase, on 
November first, He was so quoted, in 
the Reading Chronicle, this week. 

‘The estimate by Rhinerson was that 
the bill of the average customer who 
uses about 580 kilowatts of electricity 
a month, will go up about 93 cents a 
month. 

The increase will be the first since 
July 1, 1976, Rhinerson is quoted as 
saying. It will affect about 18,000 
residential customers, and com- 
mercial and industrial users in the 
towns of Reading, Wilmington, North 
Reading and part of Lynnfield. 

‘The last rate change was on July 1, 
1978, when the price of power went 
down. Rhinerson says that the 
November 1 rate will bring the costs 
back to where they were before June 
30, 1978. 

‘We are increasing our rates equal 
to the amount our supplier is passing 
‘on to us’ he said. He identified the 
supplier as Boston Edison 

Rhinerson said that the rate in- 
crease will not affect the monthly fuel 
charge. That charge varies, from 
month to month, as it is based on the 
cost of the fuel needed by the RMLD 
to run its operation. 

He explained that even though the 
charges on electrical bills have 
skyrocketed, those charges are for 
fuel - supplied by oil and nuclear 
generated systems, and not from the 
electrical rates themselves. 
bills are 50 percent higher than they 
were last year, but the increases are 
all fuel related.” 

The residential light rate, which 
affects homes and apartments, will 
increase 27 cents, to $5.51 per kilowatt 
hour for the first 100 kilowatt hours 
used. The rate for the next 150 
kilowatt hours will increase 19 cents,

to $3.73, and for electricity used over 
250 kwh the rate goes up 13 cents, to 
$2.56. 

The small commercial rate, which 
affects small stores and offices, will 
rise 35 cents to $7.01 per kilowatt hour 
for the first 100 kilowatt hours used. 
The rate for the next 400 kwh goes up 
23 cents to $4.54. For the next 2,000 
kwh used the rate rised another 20 
cents, to $3.95 and finally it goes up 13 
cents, to $2.56 for the use of 2,500 kwh 
or more. 

The large commercial rate, which 
affects business like Sweetheart 
Plastics in Wilmington, will increase 
$1.17 to $23.38 for the first step, with 
increases of 11 and 10 cents for the 
next two steps.

Vydel to locate 
on Jewel Drive 


Groundbreaking ceremonies were 
held Tuesday for the newest occupant 
of the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority project’ in South 
Wilmington. 

Vydel of New England, Inc. will 
occupy a 25,000 sq. ft. plant on Jewel 
Drive. Vydel, presently located in 
Cummings Park in Woburn, is a 
manufacturer of vinyl siding. The 
parent company is a division of 
Superior Plastics of Chicago, The 
projected value of the new plant is one 
million dollars. 

“The investment in this new plant is 
indicative of our faith in the future of 
solid vinyl siding,” said Seymour 
Rosenhouse, president of Vydel. The 
yew plant will increase the 
manufacturing capacity by 50 per- 
cent. 


‘The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority project converted several 
small parcels of land into an in- 
dustrial park, The land had been sold 
by speculators in the early 1900's, and 
many parcels had reverted to tax 
title. It was the job of the 
redevelopment authority to clear the 
title to the land. 

The initial development of the 
project was carried out by the Jewel 
Company. Three companies are 
presently located on Jewel Drive, 
Altron, Incorporated, J.B.F. Scien- 
tific, and Harwick Chemical. 

Development of the project has 
been taken over by Marteg Corp. of 
Pawtucket, Rhode Island. Marteg 
plans to extend Jewel Drive and 
locate additional occupants.

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The great debate on Prop. 2% 


Proposition 24 found little favor at 
a League of Women Voters (LWV) 
forum held last week at 
Wilmington High School. Odds were a 
little lopsided, however, at the forum 
which was held, according to LWV 
President Janet McGinley, to provide 
voters with information about both 
sides of the controversial issue. 

Three public officials, LWV 
representative Richard Cogan and 
State Representative James Miceli 
voiced unequivocal disapproval of the 
grass roots tax reform measure 
which will appear as Referendum 
Question 2. on the November 4 ballot. 
Only Greg Hyatt, former executive 
director of Citizens for Limited 
Taxation (CLT) the proposal's 
sponsor, was present to offer a dif- 
ferent side of the picture. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris, 
School Committee Chairman -Lester 
White and School Department 
Business Manager Gerald Missal 
each took the floor for several 
minutes to describe what Morris 
termed the almost immobilizing 
effects 2% would /have on local 
government. 

“Proposition 2% punishes cities and 
towns but doesn’t provide for any way 
to bring state spending under con- 
trol," commented Cogan. 

Hyatt admitted that the meas 
“may have some technical flaws,” 
but added, “to vote against it is to 
send the Legislature the absolutely 
wrong signal.” “If Question 2 loses, 
the talk is going to go away,” Hyatt 
said. 

Hyatt cited “exorbitant” and 
“confiscatory” property and excise 
taxes as the motivation which 

the 100,000 plus signatures 
needed to put Proposition 2% on the 
ballot. 

“Taxes in Massachusetts are 70 
percent above the national average 
and Massachusetts is one of the few 
states that has both a sales tax and an 
excise tax," he added. 

As currently written, Proposition 
2% would limit property tax levies to 
2% percent of real market value, limit 
tax increases to 2% percent a year 
and roll back excise taxes from $66 to 
$25 per thousand. It would also repeal 
future unfunded state mandated 
programs, fiscal autonomy for school 
budgets and binding arbitration for 
police and firemen and would limit 
state spending to a yearly increase of 
four percent. 

According to State Representative 
James Miceli, however, even if 


Proposition 242 receives a majority 
vote in the November 4 election, it is 
unlikely to be written into law without 
major changes. 

“The speaker of the House won't 
tolerate this at all,” said Miceli. “If it 
passes I see a substitution being made 
wie tte Cohen bill and that is no cap 
at all.” 

Miceli was referring to a bill which 
would cap both state and municipal 
spending at a percentage tied into the 
growth of personal income in 
Massachusetts and 17. other states to 
be selected by committee. 

“The leadership - supported bill," 
Miceli said, is “very loosely worded" 
and would probably cap spending at 
about eight or nine percent. He called 
the measure a charade upon the 
Public that shows the arrogance of the 
great and general court.” 

Miceli, who was the only state 
legislator to receive a 100 percent 
rating from CLT on tax - related 
issues last year, said he was opposed 
to Proposition 2%. “I don’t see the 
state bailing you out at all. I see the 
towns biting the bullet once again," 
he said. 

Miceli said he believed the four 
percent tax cap passed two years ago 
was working and allowed local 
communities control over their 
budgets. The four percent cap, he 
admitted in a later interview, 
however, is due to expire at the end of 
this fiscal year. 

The real solution, Miceli said, is to 
“change some of the players at the 
state house."” 

Hyatt agreed. “Jim Miceli has the 
interests of the citizens at heart, but 
the ‘rest of them aren't like Jim 
Miceli,” he said, “Especially not Tom 
McGee.” (Speaker of the House). 

‘The fact that the LWV forum drew 
more than 200 interested citizens 
appeared to indicate a degree of 
concern about the impact 2% could 
have on town government. 

Both Missal and Morris described 
the outlook as grim. Missal predicted 
@ loss in revenue of $4 million, 
reducing available funds from $19 
million to $15 million. This, he said, 
would be even further eroded by the 
necessity to honor existing contracts, 
by inflation and by fixed costs such as 
the MBTA and County assessments. 

‘An example of cuts likely to occur of 
2% becomes law, he said, were the 
elimination of 125 to 150 full time and 
25-50 part time school department 
positions; the closing of up to four 
elementary schools; increasing class

The legislature’ mandates programs that the 


size to 35 pupils; and eliminating 
teacher aides, elementary and in- 
termediate guidance, music, art, 
athletics, and school lunches. Some of 
these, he said, could be undertaken on 
a “pay as you go” basis. 

White revealed that the School 
Committee has already compiled a 
list of priorities to guide budget cuts if 
Proposition 2% becomes law. He said 
however that they would not be 
disclosed until after the election. 

“You elected the School Committee 
to provide your children with a 
quality education. . . the best that 
Wilmington can afford to give. That 
is really what our mandate is," he 
said. 

Morris, too, said that a list of 
priorities will be drawn up for general 
government expenditures. Unlike the 
School Committees’ these will be 
publicized before election, he said. 

“T expect a aaah dhearioed of 
30 percent for each rtment,"" 
Morris said. This, he said, could 
mean laying off 12 firemen, nine 
police officers, two police department 


clerks, two cemetery workers and one 

tree department worker. It could also 
mean turning off every third street 
light, plowing snow only during 
normal working hours, having town 
hall offices open three days a week, 
eliminating crossing guards and town 
- paid ambulance service and could 
leave the police department with only 
three officers on duty at one time, he 
said. 

“Local government would be 
severely handicapped, almost to the 
point of immobility,” said Morris. 

A particular nemesis for 
Wilmington would be the loss of 1980 
excise tax revenues. 

“The town is depending on (the 
receipt of) $1,150,000 in excise taxes, 
Morris said. Their loss, he said, 
would result in ‘complete disruption 
of the current 1981 budget,” and 
would mean either another special 
town meeting for authorization to 
borrow against the next year's tax 
rate or the reduction of services for 
the next few months.

Decision needed on old schools 


The time is rapidly approaching 
when Wilmington should decide what 
to do with its surplus schools. 

With school population in decline, 
Wilmington, like many towns, has 
found itself with a surplus of empty 
school buildings. Four schools have 
been closed in recent years, with a 
fifth scheduled to be phased out at the 
end of this school year. A sixth 
closing is in the foreseeable future. 
Also empty are two former one-room 
schoolhouses, the West School and the 
old library. 

‘Town policy on buildings has been 
one of economy. The selectmen have 
been reluctant to commit themselves 
to any use that will make it necessary 
to heat an otherwise empty building. 

Several groups have requested the 
use of these old buildings. Among 
them have’ been the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce, the Disabled 
American Veterans and _ the 
Wilmington Recreation Commission. 

Jack Cushing of the recreation 
commission last week proposed to the 
selectmen that the commission be 
allowed to use the Walker Schoél. He 
suggested that the commission could 
make the building pay for itself, much 
as the anniversary committee was 
able to make the anniversary 
celebration pay for itself. 

The reception given to Cushing's 
suggestion was warmer than had 
been accorded to some others. 
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The town does not have a shortage 
- ah ideas. What the town does 

ick is decisions. Will the buildings be 
used, and for what? 

One proposed use for old school 
buildings is housing for the elderly. 
The idea is currently being presented 
as an alternative to the housing 
authority's proposal for a housing 
project near Wilmington Plaza. 

If the town is planning to keep the 
old schools, decisions must be made. 
Clearly, the time to make the decision 
is not the week beforé the voters 
decide whether toaccept Prop. 242. It 
could be that the town will have no 
money for any projects. This will be 
known after November 4, and the 
decision can then be made. 

The town could provide itself with 
some extra income with the old 
schools, through renting space or 
selling ‘the buildings. The town of 
Reading last week sold its second 
school in as many years, for the price 
of $60,000. 

The town could find it costly, 
though, to leave the buildings empty 
for an extended period. Vandalism 
and other forms of deterioration take 
a rapid toll on unused buildings, 
making any eventual renovations 
more expensive or totally impossible. 

The old buildings are a wealth for 
Wilmington, both in their historical 
value and in their potential as com- 
munity facilities. They should not be 
wasted.

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The Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen was host in early October 
to several other companies of 
Minutemen and other military 
organizations. The occasion was the 
Thunder Bridge Colonial Muster, held 


on Clark's. Farm in North 
Wilmington 
The event is run by the 


Massachusetts Council of Minutemen, 
and has been held annually for the 
past several years. This year, the 
Wilmington Minutemen were suc- 
cessful in convineing the council to 
hold the muster in Wilmington. It 
attracted hundreds of people. 

The Thunder Bridge Colonial 
Muster is, in part, a recreation of 
Colonial days. The Minutemen 
engage in target shooting with both 
cannon and muskets, Other events 
included tomahawk throwing, fife and 
drum playing, and the sale of wares. 

‘The name Thunder Bridge, ac- 
cording to one Minuteman, comes 
from the sound that is said to have 
occurred when the troops marched 
over the Old North Bridge at Concord. 

‘The Wilmington Company, as host, 
was decked in Colonial garb. The 
uniform was designed by Dorothy 
Lafionatis, some years ago. It 
features a white homespun shirt, a 
yellow vest, green knee length pants, 
white socks, and shoes with a buckle, 
as shoes were in the Colonial days. A 
tri-cornered hat, with a replica of the 
Baldwin Apple, tops the uniform. 

This of course, is today's uniform. 
That which was worn on Concord 
Day, when the Wilmington 
Minutemen under the command of 
Capt. Cadwallader Ford fought at 
Meriam’s Corner, was different. It 
was ordinary every day farmer 
clothing. No one wore a uniform 

‘Thomas J. Fleming, the man who 
wrote the best story about Bunker 
Hill, has given a good description of 
what the Yankee farmers who fought 
there wore. There were Wilmington 
farmers at Bunker Hill, commanded 
by Capt. John Harnden, he who had 
been the Lieutenant at Meriam’s 
Corner. Most of the men who fought 
under Harnden were Wilmington 
veterans of that battle which took 
place two months earlier 

Read what Fleming had to say 
about those Yankees on Bunker Hill 

“They were all - officers and men 
probably the most unmilitary looking 
soldiers ever assembled to fight a 
major battle. Only (Colonel) Prescott 
wore a uniform - a light blue coat and 
a three cornered blue hat, The rest 
wore their everyday farm clothes. 
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Their leather trousers, or small 
clothes, resembled knickers and 
fastened just below the knee. Their 
long loose coats and waistcoats all 
had the oversized fit of homemade 
garments and were dyed in a dozen 
irregular colors, pressed from the 
bark of oak, sumac and other trees 
found in New England’s hills and 
swamps. On their heads were large, 
round - topped, broad - brimmed hats; 
on their legs heavy wool stockings 
which descended into cowhide shoes, 
ornamented by large buckles, There 
were no boots - those were for the 
rich,” 

Other military companies were 
present, in different costumes, as 
guests of the Wilmington Minutemen. 

Most of the companies were 
Minutemen, and were garbed, each 
distinctive to the town from which it 
came, in something resembling a 
Colonial costume. Some men were 
dressed in deerskin, actual or 
simulated, such as Daniel Boone is 
supposed to have worn. 

One company, was dressed as 
privateers 

The ladies, too, were in Colonial 
costume. So were some of the 
children. It was a time for a Colonial 
land of make believe. Even the 
venders appeared as Colonials. 

A Thunder Bridge is a time for all 
sorts of contests and events, some of 
which may be surprising to the casual 
guest, 

There was, for instance, to name 
one, a hatchet throwing contest. It 
was of course, a heritage from the 
tomahawk days of the old frontier. 

‘There were several contests having 
to do with the firing of muskets. 
Those Colonial muskets were noise 
makers. Every company of 
Minutemen can well advertise its 
presence, in any parade, by firing a 
musket on occasion. Everyone will 
hear it. 

‘The pride and joy of the Wilmington 
Minutemen is a cannon, to be 
described as perhaps a four pounder 
From somewhere it has been 
acquired, Laboriously the men in the 
company have built a carriage for 
that cannon, and equipped that 
carriage with wheels. 

‘And they love to fire it off. It is, of 
course, the old fashioned weapon that 
requires a slow match to be applied, 
to make it fire. There is, if all goes 
well, a tremendous noise. That noise 
is music to the ears of the Wilmington 
Minutemen. 

‘There was one-four year old boy at 
Thunder Bridge who thought dif- 


ferently. He thought the noise was 
simply awful 
To him, as he told his grandfather, 
those men with the yellow vests and 
green pants were the “bad guys.”” 
He didn’t want to be near them. He 
didn’t want to hear that noise.

Generally the winner is decided, 
before the battle, by the flip of a coin

speaker system, as it goes on. The 
speaker refers to the “Colonials” and 
“His Majesty's Troops.”” 

‘That four year old didn’t stay to see 
the battle, “He took his grandfather 
over to the parking lot, where there 
was less noise. 

That was his evaluation of

troops, without any cannon, were far 
superior, in his estimation, to the 
yellow vested and green pants men. 

‘The guys with the yellow vests were 
the “bad guys.”

Wilmington's gold mine 


A new bridge is being built over the 
railroad at Burlington Avenue in 
Wilmington. 

‘The first train of the old Boston and 
Lowell Railroad had a little engine, 
made in Lowell of parts of which were 
imported from the Stephenson shop in 
England. It first ran in 1835, and was 
an immediate success. 

The Boston and Lowell was con- 
structed to haul cotton from ships in 
Boston to the mills in Lowell, and the 
finished product back to Boston. The 
water power of the Merrimack was 
the key to this. 

The easiest way to construct a 
railroad was to use the same route 
along which the earlier Middlesex 
Canal was built, before 1803. 

There was a bridge over the Mid- 
dlesex Canal, where it crossed 
Burlington Avenue. That would be 
exactly where Floradale Avenue is 
today, for Floradale Avenue is the old 
canal, filled in. 

When the Boston and Lowell was 
built another bridge had to be made. 
The directors of that railroad wanted 
no accidents, such as happened when 
cows crossed the tracks. They or- 
dered bridges tobe built at every road 
crossing, and one of those bridges was 
built at Burlington Avenue about 1836. 

It wasn't very high - about 14 feet. 
That bridge lasted until about 1900 
when a new bridge had to be built, 
because the engines and cars were 
getting bigger. This is to tell, not so 
much of that bridge as of some of the 
people who lived nearby, and some 
who worked nearby. 

Did the reader ever hear of the time 
that gold was discovered, in 
Wilmington? That's a part of the 
story. 

The ‘master mechanic, for the 
Boston and Lowell Railroad was a 
man named J. Frank Crockett. He 
probably came from New Hamp- 
shire; he had relatives there. He 
settled in Wilmington, near. the 
Burlington Avenue bridge. 

Why did he settle in Wilmington? 
As a guess, and purely as a guess, 
Wilmington was half way between 
Boston and Lowell. He was thus in a 
position to be handy to any engine 
which had engine trouble, along that 
right-of-way. 

Frank Crockett built a home right 
near the canal, or what is today 
Floradale Avenue, The parking lot of 
the Diamond Crystal Salt Company 
plant today covers the site of his 
home. 


He had a nephew, George S. 
Crockett, who came down from New 
Hampshire to live in Wilmington. A 
lady came down too, Almira J 
Carley. She was a sister to George 
Crockett 

Almira built two homes, westerly of 
Floradale Avenue, on Burlington 
Avenue. They still stand, the first two 
homes which one sees after Floradale 
Avenue. 

George Crockett married a girl 
named Julia MacIntosh. Her father 
was Capt, George MacIntosh, a Maine 
man who had commanded ships at 
sea, Her brother, or one of them 
(there were six) was Schamiel. 
Schamiel was named for one of the 
ships her father had commanded. 

Capt. George Macintosh had 
established a stevedoring business in 
New Orleans, before the Civil War. 
During the war he lost it, a part of the 
disasters of that period. 

He had property in Wilmington, His 
wife, Mary Ann, made her way to 
Wilmington with infant children 
during the war, and Capt. MacIntosh 
came up after the war was over. In 
time he became the section foreman 
of the Boston and Lowell Railroad.

Julia Macintosh lives today, on Main 
Street. She is George M.A.M. Web- 
ber, Mrs. Stanley Webber, a retired 
Wilmington school teacher. 

The name George, it may be 
presumed, is after her father. The 
middle initials came from the name of 
her grandmother, Mary Ann 
MacIntosh, the plucky lady who 
brought her children north from New 
Orleans and lived until about 1923. 

Schameil MacIntosh became a 
blacksmith. His shop was on Church 
Street, where the Church Street 
Hardware store is today. He was a 
big burly man, one who could easily 
be pictured as'a blacksmith. 

He bought land along Burlington 
Avenue, including the hill on which, 
today, is Webber Street. 

That’s the hill where the gold was 
discovered. 

‘That too, is the hill from which Herb 
Barrows got his fill, for the job of 
constructing the second bridge over 
the railroad. 

Back about 1880 there was a man 
living in the Crockett house named 
Parsons. Where he came from the 
writer does not know. He stayed in 
town for about six months, and then 
disappeared, never to be heard of 
again. 

It was Parsons who found the gold 
in the hill, The place where he found 
the gold was about 100 yards nor- 
therly of where Webber Street is 
today. 

There was a big headline in the 
Boston Globe. 

“GOLD IN WILMINGTON,” 

Naturally, people came ‘out of 
Boston to see for themselves, To say 
there was a gold rush is wrong, but 
people did come. 

They found Parsons, all ready to 
sell stock in his gold mining company. 

‘There were holes in the ground, 
from which he had dug the gold, and 
there, in his hands, was gold. There 
was no doubt about it. 

Whether or not Parsons sold any 
stock is not known. He didn’t hang 
around in Wilmington very long. 
After he had left the story was lear- 
ned. 


Parsons had some gold, gold dust 
from California. He put that gold into 
a shot gun and fired that shotgun into 
the soil of the little hill that Schamiel 
owned. That was the extent of the 
story. 

Anyway, about the time of the 
Spanish American War a new bridge 
had to be built, for Burlington 
Avenue. The one built in 1836 was too 
small. 

The contractor who built the new 
bridge hired Herb Barrows to provide

the necessary fill. The new bridge, 
being higher than the old one, meant 
that Burlington Avenue, and Main 
Street and Church Street had to be 
altered. Herb bought the fill from 
Schamiel’s hill, and hauled it to the 
construction site, using horses and 
wagons. 

It took several months, and the 
bridge was then higher than ever. 

The hole from which Herb Barrows 
took that fill, 80 years or so in the past, 
is no longer there. When the Jackson 
Brothers built the new homes along 
Webber Street they filled in that hole. 

The gold mine, if one wants to so 
call it, no longer exists. That ground, 
too has been graded. It is all just a 
part of the old days of Wilmington.
